ANOTHER. 

“Towns should learn more about 
each other.” This comment was 
made by a certain prominent busi- 
ness man of Atlanta, whose busi- 
ness involves frequent visits to all 
parts of Georgia. He had just re- 
turned from a week’s business en- 
gagement in a south Georgia town. 

“One of the most harmful con- 
ditions I know of,” he continued, 
is the ignorance which one town 
will display about its neighbor, fifty 
or a hundred miles away. 

‘It isn’t all jealousy, either—it’s 
largely plain, unintelligent igno- 
rance.“ . 

He went on to explain that it 
was a common experience for the 
business men of one town to advise 
the traveling stranger that it would 
be a mistake to attempt to do busi- 
ness in another town, not so far 
away. 

“They are a funny lot over 
there,” the local people would say. 
“You can’t trust ’em, and the town 
is way behind. Not progressive and 
alert, like we are.” 

In commenting upon this peculiar 
and short-sighted habit the Atlanta 
man made a suggestion. He said: 

“Why don’t the- different civic 
clubs in the towns arrange for ex- 
changes of visits with the clubs in 
their neighboring towns. Rotary, 
Civitans,. Lions and the rest. T hey | 
couldn't do anything better for the 
state as a whole and for their own 
communities. P 

“A series of regular visitations 
like this would do more to clear 
out the cobwebs of ignorance and 
misapprehension than anything else. 
And then, when it became neces- 
sary for a certain section to unite 
all its forces for some specific un- 
dertaking, the men of the different 
towns would know, each, ether. 
would appreciate eaghzother’s <apa- 
bilities and would, join hands with 
a spirit of co-operative fellowship 
that would be capable of any 
achievement.” :

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Tomorrow is the state-wide pri- 
mary election for a United States 
senator from Georgia to fill out the 
unexpired term of the late Thomas 
E. Watson. | 
There has not been a more im- 
portant popular referendum in this 
state since 1920, sg . 

The position of United States sen- 
ator, as a representative of the peo- 
ple chosen by ballot, ranks second 
only to that of a president; and the 
necessity for a full vote, under Geor- 
gia’s primary system, is so apparent 
to everyone that it is hoped the men 
and women who were qualified to 
vote in the September primary, will 
take the necessary time, however 
pressing may be other ealls, to go to 
the polls and express a free and un- 
trammeled choice for this great office. 

* * 8 ¢ 

The primary law of Georgia gives 
the unit of a county to the candidate 
getting the highest number of votes 
in that county. 3 

While it requires a majority of the 
county unit votes to make a nomina- 
tion, the fact stands out that a coun- 
ty unit may be secured by a candi- 
date on a vote that is absolutely 
negligible as compared to the regis- 
tered vote of the county. 

Since the retirement of Colonel John 
T. Boifeuillet from the contest on 
Sunday—a courageous act of one of 
Georgia’s noblest sons—in the interest 
of a democratic expression of the 
popular will for one or the other 
of the leading candidates, the field 
has been narrowed to four candidates. 
And yet, if there is not a tendency 
toward eoncentration a nomination by 
a minority is entirely possible. 

The candidates remaining on the 
ballot are Cooper, George, Hardwick 
and Wright, in their alphabetical 
order. 

Suppose a county with a registra- 
tion of 1,800 should poll only 500 
votes, as indications point if there 
is not a general rallying to duty. 

Each candidate could receive rela- 
tively speaking 125 votes, and the 
candidate who received 126 votes 
would by law become the nominee of 
that county, although polling barely 
more than 5 per cent of the registered 
vote. 

Such a possibility should be guarded 


against, hot only in the interest of 
democratic government, but in the 
interest of justice to all the ecandi- 
dates who are making the race. 


The only way to overcome such a 
possibility is to go to the polls and 
vote; and if there is not any ar- 
rangement for the box, in which the 
individual elector votes, being opened, 
through a lack of funds, or indif- 
ference on the part of the county com- 
mittee, see to it that volunteer help 
is provided to man the box. 

Let not.a single qualified elector 
in Georgia be denied the sacred fran- 
chise of the ballot tomorrow—and 
this appeal is made not only to the 
individual voter to go to the polls, 
and exercise that privilege of citi- 
zenship that is inalienable, and at 
this time particularly appealing, but 
it is made also to every county ex- 
ecutive committee in Georgia to see 
to it that the full number of boxes 
are opened in those counties, so that 
the rural yter shall have the same 
opportunity, with no greater hard- 
ship, to perform his electorate duty, 
as has the city or town voter. 


The proposition in some counties 
to open only one box at the county 
seat is infinitely unfair to the rural 
voter, and while the lack of finances 
may be the reason that the rural 
boxes will not be opened, it is ear- 
nestly hoped that volunteers from 
among the friends of the candidates, 
may man the boxes so that no per- 
son shall be denied the voting 
privilege.

First Rebellion 
InU.S.Because 
Of Whisky Tax 


Rockwood, Tenn., October 15.—The 
first rebellion against the federal gov- 
ernment was the whisky rebellion of 
1791, Dr. Clarence True Wilson, of 
Washington, general secretary of the 
beard of temperance, prohibition and 
public morals of the Methodist Epis- 
copal church, declared today before 
the Holston conference of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church. 

“The government was in debt and 
in need,” he said, “It decided to 
tax whisky and the distillers in west- 
ern Pennsylvania armed themselves 
and attacked the government officers, 
customs houses, postoffices, mail cffr- 
riages, and had to be put down by 
force of arms. 

“In the one hundred and forty 
years since their spirit has never 
changed. They have rebelled against 
every restriction, every law, and 
flouted every regulation. Following 
passage of the prohibition amend- 
ment they started another rebellion. 
— started the slogan No beer, no 
work.“ This fell flat. A New Jersey 
governor started out with the slogan 
‘I will make New Jersey as wet as 
the Atlantic Ocean,’ and succeeded in 
giving bis state a law dryer than the 
Volstead act. 

“What this country needs now is a 
new birth of patriotism, loyalty to 
the flag and obedience to the law. 
Then, a pride of ständing by the of- 
ficers of the law who have been ap- 
wanted to represent us in doing the 
unpleasant thing of enforci 
fondamental change in thé attitude 
of our government toward its most de- 
structive internal ailment; and a de- 
mand that no congreseman shall ever 
be elected again by a patriotic peo- 
ple, whatever his party affiliations. if 
he is disloyal to the censtitution of 
the United States.

ISSUES ARE SCARCE 
N HEW YORK CONTEST 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER, 


United News Staff Correspondent. 

New York, October 15.—With elec- 
tion day less than a month away, it 
would appear that something is yet 
to be found as an issue if New York 
is to get greatly steamed up over the 
gubernatorial fight in which Governor 
Nathan L. Miller is running for re- 
election and “Al” Smith, former dem- 
ocratic governor, is after his old job. 
This situation appears unsual when it 
is considered that no other election 
result of this year has the national 
and local potentialities found in the 
outcome of the Miller-Smith fight. 

It Governor Miller is re-elected, 
the New Tork republicans believe he 
will be a real figure before the next 
republican national convention, and a 
strong presidential possibility. Elec- 
tion of Smith would, of course, mean 
a tremendous turn-over from the re- 
sults of 1920 when the republicans 
swept the state, but what might fol- 
low a Smith victory may be regarded 
as more of local importance than of 
national scope. . 

No Big Issue. 

To date, however, the democratic 
preconvention fight between the 
Hearst-Hylan and the Smith forces 
furnished more fireworks than the ac- 
tual gubernatorial campaign. So far 
no outstanding issue has come to the 
surface. Personalities have figured 
prominently. Smith has talked of 
his humble birth, and charged that 
Miller is reactionary, that his early 
environment, training and education 
cause him to put property rights above 
personal rights. To which Gover- 
nor Miller replies that the Fulton 
fish ‘market, about which Smith spent 
his early days, had nothing on the 
“Hillhside farm“ where the governor 
was born, and that he is not reac- 
tionary. 

Smith has charged that Miller is a 
“dictator,” and that the economies 
which he claims to have effected in 
the administration are largely imag- 
inary. But Miller charges Smith 
with extravagance, as governor, citing 
the savings he has been able to make 
as proof of his charge. 

Both “Up State.” 

Both Governor Miller and Smith are 
campaigning “up-state,” delivering 
speeches daily. 

Dr. Royal S. Copeland, health com- 
missioner, is now thoroughly in the 
race for the senate on the ticket with 
Smith. There were reports that Cope- 
land might shy from this nomination 
because of the “dry” - in the dem- 
ocratic platform. uriag the past 
week, however, Copeland endorsed this 
plank, but declared himself in favor 
of enforcement of the Volstead act, 
in as much as it was now a law.

French Aviators 


Fail to Beat U.S. 
Duration F light 


Le Bourget, France, October 15.— 
(By the Associated Press.)—The 
French aviators, Lieutenant Bossou- 
trot and M. Drouhin, who ascended 
in a Goliath biplane at 6:13 Satur- 


day morning in an attempt to beat 
the American duration flight made at 

Diego, Cal., by Lieutenants John 
A. MacReady and Oakley Kelly, land- 
ed at 4:27 this afternoon, having re- 
mained in the air 34 hours, 14 min- 
utes and 32 seconds. They failed to 
eqial the American’s record, which 
was- 35 hours, 16 minutes and 30 
seconds. . 

The French Aerial Federation, how- 
ever, considers the mark set an offi- 
cial world’s record, contending that 
the American flight was conducted 
under stich conditions as will not be 
accepted by the International federa- 
tion. 

„J have been to America and half 
way back again,” Lieutenant Bossou- 
trot said as he alighted from the 
plane wrapped up in heavy furs. The 
aviators were forced to land through 
lack of gasoline. When informed his 
performance did not break Mac- 
Rea dy's record, Bossoutrot remarked: 

“I don’t see how he could do it 
with the gas he is expected to have 
had aboard.” 

The Goliath traveled 3,200 miles, 


mained within 600 to 1,000 feet al- 
titude for the first twelve hours. 
When the gasoline load lightened it 
ascended to 5,000 feet and remained 
there Sunday. It alwavs kept within 
sight of the walls of Paris and was 
in constant communication by wire- 
less with Le Bourget. 

At midnight, after bejng in the air 
eighteen hours Droughin complained 
of cramps owing to cold coffee. Bos- 
soutrot took command, rem@ining at 
the helm seven hours. He was then 
almost exhausted and ‘aroused Drouh- 
in from the camp bed within saying: 
“There is plenty of gas left. Shall we 
land? ... I am finished.” 

At this time they were within 
sight of Le Bourget, but Drouhin re- 
vived at the thought of landing. Physi- 
cal endurance proved superior to me- 
chanical devices as the engine gave 
out before the pilots, although Bos- 
soutrot was a sorry looking sight, 
with blood shot-eye and puffed face 
from the extreme cold. Drouhin stag- 
gered from the fussellage, where he 
had been attempting to repair the left 
motor, This motor died about 4 
o’clock, and the plane tontinued its 
flight with only the right motor 27 
minutes longer. 

The French Aerial federation an- 
nounced that there was not the slicht- 
est doubt that the record would be 
ratified. The aviators complied with 
all the regulations of the, Aero club 
and were in communication with 
Eiffel Tower every half hour. While 
not questioning the American record 
the federation considers that until 
further advices come from America, 
this flight will be regarded as a 
world’s record.

Indeed, nothing could have 
supported little Margery under the af- 
fliction she was in for the loss of her 
brother, but the pleasure she took in 
her two shoes. She ran out as soon

WITH LEFT-OVER FISH. 
In the good old ante-bellum days, 
“befo’ de wa’,” when few women 
looked upon food economy as any- 


thing more than a rather trying way 


of saving a very little money and 
not at afl :s a duty or obligation, 
most American housewives always 
threw left-over fish aw at once. 


Saturday was one of the days when 
you did not have to cope with the 
left-over problems. There never were 
any left-overs. Even if you were fair- 
ly thrifty and saved the end of the 
beefsteak and made stew out of the 
left-over roast lamb, you cou!d throw 
all the left-over fish away without a 
qualm of conscience. 

But things have changed. And 
even old-time housewives who had the 
notion that fish was never good the 
day after it had been cooked, follow 
their wartime thrift habits and make 
it into fishballs for lunch or break- 
fast, or creamed fish for luncheon or 
a little tempting salad for dinner. 

If fish is fresh when it is cooked 
and it kept in a cool place it will 
keep as well as meat. Remember this. 
however, that fish cooked with milk 
is more apt to spoil than other-fish, 
and ought not to be saved for future 
use. 

Almost any good fish can be used 

as the base for this salad. To two 
cups of flaked fish add two table- 
spoons of lemon juice, and salt and 
pepper to taste. Moisten it with a 
boiled dressing and serve on lettuce 
leaves garnished with sliced cucum- 
bers. 
_ A good salad can be made by mix- 
ing three cups of picked over fish to 
one cup of chopped cabbage, dressed 
with French dressing, that is olive 
oil, salt and pepper. Serve on water- 
cress with any salad dressing and gar 
nish with radishes if you like,

Army Nursing Corps Head 


Says There Are Never 
Enough Nurses. 


Washington, October 15.— More 
women marry in the nursing profes- 
sion than in practically any other pro- 
fession, according to Major Julia Stim- 
son, head of the army nursing cor 


The average loss from this tause, she 


says, is about 50 per cent, and there 
are never enough nurses. 

“But many of the women work after 
marriage, Major Stimson told the 
United News, “and, of course, the 
beauty.of it is, they always have their 
profession, and there is always a de- 
“ for + 99 , 

e work of the army nurse corps, 
as Major Stimson destribed: it, E. 
varied as it is valyable. There is 
always nursing work to be done as 
long as we have armies,” she ex- 
plained, “for there is always a cer- 
tain number of sick and injured, not 
necessarily wounded, among them, The 
average is 5 per cent. 


New Service Begun. 
“In the army corps we are de 
veloping work that is exactly similar 
to that in civil communities. We 


serve the wives and families of sol- 
diers, do visiting nurse work in the 
homes of the troops, which are close 
by, and we are even instituting baby 
clinics. This service is really just 
beginning, and Camp Meade is the 
location of much of the experimenting. 

‘Of course there are nurses in Ger- 
many with the troops we have left on 
the Rhine. (Of the 21,000 army 
nurses, in uniform during the war, 
10,000 served overseas.) And then 
a certain percentage of the nurses, as 
other officers of the army, are study. 
ing in institutions of higher learning.” 

lajor Stimson does not approve the

“I don’t believe many of the nurses 
want it either,” she said. “We have 
done our patriotie duty. We need no 
pay for it. Of course, where the 
nurses are disabled they are taken 
care of the same as the men. who 
were hurt.

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Farm Products Rise | 
Is Aid to Industry 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

New York, October 15,—Better | 
prices for farm products and evi- 
dences of increased industrial activ- 
ity marked the past week in business 
and finance. A rally in grain prices 
came oddly enough at a time when 
it was clear that the crisis in the 
Turkish difficulty had been passed. 
It was attributed partly to reports 
of smaller crops abroad. In any 
event, December wheat rose about 
$1.09. a bushel, which is appreximate- 
ly 10 cents above the recent low. 
Domestic crop estimated made public 
Domestic crop estimates made public 
by the department of agriculture 
Monday, show on the whole, very lit- 
tle change. Wheat is now placed at 
810,000,000 bushels, or only eight 
million less than in the previous 
government estimate, while corn is 
expected to yield 2,853,000,000 bush- 
els, or 21,000,000 bushels less than 
was forecast on September 1. In 
other words, abundant crops of ce- 
reals will be available. 

Cotton meanwhile rallied to above 
22 cents a ppund, partly as a belated 
recognition of the bullish statisti- 
cal position and partly because trade 
buying, which was withheld pending 
a settlement of the Near East trouble 
has not come into the market. Tex- 
tile mills evidently are planning to ex- 
tend their activities and are provid- 
ing for their needs in the matter of 
staple. Existing prices are over 2 
cents above the recent low and are 
materially less than 1 cent below 
the high of last year. 


Volume Increases. 


The week’s federal reserve state- 
ments indicate both an increase in 
the volume of business and a move- 
ment of funds toward agricultural dis- 
triets. The reserve ratio of the sys- 
tem is now nearly 5 per cent be- 
low the peak which was reached at 
the close of the season of summer 
dullness. It is still, however, approx- 
imately 7 per cent. above the cor- 
responding figure for a year ago. Dis- 


counts, deposits and note circulation 
continue to grow. Meanwhile the 


tendency is toward alightly firmer 
conditions in the money market, al- 
though no sharp rise in the cost of 
commércial accommodation 3 anti- 
eipated. 
Over-subseription of the treasury’s 
new issue of ear 4-1-4 per cent 
bonds is regarded as.a favorable in- 
dication as to the condition of the 
investment market. The new bonds 
which were offered to the value of 
$500,000,000 or thereabouts, are pri- 
marily designed to provide the 5 2 
for the redemption of the $870,000 
000 in Victory notes which have been 
called for payment on December 
18. After these notes have been 
paid off, the chigf maturities which 
will have to be taken care of before 
next July will be $625,000,000 in war 
savings certificates, which the treas- 
ury hopes to refund into new treas- 
= savings certificates and $1,800,- 
in Victory notes. 
Industry Encouraging. 
Financial quarters believe these 
ations will be accepted without 
4 turbing the money and securities 
markets. When these operations 
have been completed, the treasury 
will have taken care of its principal 
early maturities which totalled $7,- 
000 in April, 1921, when re- 
funding operations were started. 
Industrial returns continue en- 
couraging. The railroads have set a 
new high record for a year in the 
matter of cars of revenue freight 
loaded, the total for the week ended 
September 30, being 998,000. This 
exceeds not only the number loaded 
in the comparable week a year ago, 
but in 1920, when the fall traffic 
movement broke all records in the 
country’s history. Nevertheless car 
shortages continue to represent the 
limiting factor in the steel industry 
and in a number of others. Steel 
output has now made good all the 
losses suffered on account of the 
strikes and bituminous coal produc- 
tion continues to approximate ten 
million tons a week. Steel prices 
are showing a tendency to recede, 
partly because recent shortages have 
been relieved
